RANK L. SMITH, senator-lesignate 
from Hiinois, will not be permit- 
ted to take his seat In the United 
States senate if the plan agreed upon 
by apparently a great majority of the 
senators {s carried out, When and if 
he presents bis credentials, they are 
to be referred to the committee on 
privileges and elections, and whatever 
may be the report of that committee 
on his qualifications, It seems certain 
that he will be excluded on the ground 
that he is disqualitied for an office of 
public trust by his acceptance of 
money from the public utility mag- 
nates, whose properties were subject 
to the regulation of the [ilinois com- 
merce commission, of which he at the 
time was chairman,
